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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant notes that the recitation in claim of 
"said one or more indicia of frame type designation comprising at least a protocol type," was originally recited (in part) in cancelled claim 3, 
which depended from claim 1 . The applicant argues with respect to claims 1-2, 5, 7, 9-1 1 , 13-16, and 18-20, that neither reference (Shani 
and Crayford) discloses deriving a virtual local area network (derived VLAN) value in response to said one or more indicia of frame 
designation, said one or more indicia... comprising at least a protocol type. The examiner disagrees. Appliant' sattention is directed to Cray 
ford patent at col .8 lines 25-27 (see FIG. 7A and FIG. 7B), whrere Crayford clearly teaches "Untagged frames, as shown in FIG. 7A are 
formatted in accordance with IEEE 802.3 and tagged frames are formatted in accordance with IEEE 802.1d." (said one or more indicia of 
frame designation, said one or more indicia... comprising at least a protocol type means). Crayford further teaches at col. 8 lines 52-62, 
"When the multiport switch 12 receives a frame from an untagged port, the receive MAC 60 strip off the DA and SA and sends this 
information to the IRC 68 along with the receive port number and frame pointer. The IRC controller 104 searches the address table106 
twice: once for an SA and receive (RX) port number match (to find a VLAN index) (VLAN value means) and once for a DA and VLAN index 
match (to find a forwarding port vector). The searches occur as follows: 

Search 1: (SA, RX Port Number) _-> VLAN Index Search 
2: (DA, VLAN Index*) -> Forwarding Port Vector 

*VLAN Index found during Search 1 . (deriving a virtual local area network (derived VLAN) value means).
